What  was  more  puzzling,  he  added,  is 
that  diabetic  whites  traditionally  have  a 
high  incidence  of  heart  disease.  The  Pima 
diabetics  don’t  experience  that. 

To  prove  the  hypothesis  that  race 
makes  a  difference  in  diseases,  the 
researchers  are  looking  at  three  variables: 
amount  of  exercise,  stress,  and  reliance 
on  processed  foods. 

“We  believe  the  lower  incidence  of 
heart  disease  and  ulcers  may  be  related  to 
the  stress  levels  of  both  races,”  Dr.  Izatt 
said.  “The  Indian  value  system  is 
different  than  ours— they  don’t  get  as 
uptight  about  money,  a  big  house,  or  jobs 
as  white  people  do.” 

Dr.  Izatt  added  that  many  Indians 
“move  at  a  much  slower  pace  than  whites 
do.”  He  said  that  while  some  of  the 


tribes,  like  the  Navajos,  get  a  lot  of 
exercise,  many  tribes  don’t.  “This  appears 
to  have  some  relation  to  the  disease  rate.” 

The  professor  said  that  the  BYU 
Chemical  Studies  staff  is  “excited”  over 
the  possible  correlation  between 
processed  foods  and  disease,  and  will 
begin  intensive  research  into  that 
possibility  by  the  end  of  March. 

“We  have  highly  processed  foods  in  the 
white  society,”  Dr.  Izatt  said.  “In  the 
processing  many  important  elements 
necessary  in  small  amounts  for  body 
health  are  removed.” 

He  pointed  out  that  many  Indian  tribes 
living  close  to  the  land  “eat  everything 
that’s  edible  on  a  sheep,  or  other  animal, 
and  eat  vegetables  that  come  from  the 
land,  retaining  more  valuable  elements 
than  whites  get.”  This,  however,  is 
changing  with  younger  Indians  buying 
more  from  the  reservation  stores. 

The  BYU  researchers  are  working 
closely  with  the  Phoenix  Indian  hospital 
where  Indians  from  Arizona,  Utah,  parts 
of  California  and  Idaho,  are  treated.  This 
hospital  has  already  completed  some 
research  into  the  differences  of  disease 
between  the  races.

Haddow  made  the 
statement  based  on  a  check  of  the 
machines  which  showed  that  514  votes 
out  of  35,283,  did  not  appear  next  to  any 
candidates  name.

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POW  plane  carries  hijacker 


CLARK  AIR  BASE,  Philippines 
(AP)  —  Another  108  American 
war  prisoners,  including  a  plane 
hijacker  and  an  admiral’s  son,  are 
heading  home  from  Hanoi  via  this 
Pacific  check-in  point. 

They  are  flying  out  of  the 
North  Vietnamese  capital  today  in 
three  Cl 41  hospital  planes  at 
45-minute  intervals,  with  the  first 
batch  expected  to  touch  down  at 


Clark  around  4:15  p.m.,  or  3:15 
a.m.  EST. 

Awaiting  the  military  prisoners 
is  the  same  hero’s  welcome  given 
three  earlier  groups  of  released 
POWs  who  stopped  off  at  Clark 
for  medical  checkups  before 
continuing  across  the  Pacific  to 
the  United  States  and  their 
waiting  families.

Chromosome  damage 


attributed  to  marijuana 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  -  A 
University  of  Utah  scientist  said 
Tuesday  that  research  begun  in 
1964  has  uncovered  evidence  of 
chromosome  breakage  in  users  of 
marijuana. 


Dr.  A.  M.  Stenchever,  chairman 
of  the  Department  of  Obstetrics 
and  Gynecology  at  the 


university’s  medical  center,  said 
the  chromosome  breakages  could 
later  be  related  to  birth  defects 
and  cancer. 


He  said  in  some  cases  LSD  may 
be  getting  the  blame  for  harm 
actually  done  by  marijuana. 

The  chromosome  damage  was 
about  equal  in  heavy  and  light 
users  of  marijuana,  Stenchever 
said.  Light  users  were  classified  as 
those  who  used  the  drug  one  or 
less  times  a  week  and  heavy  users 
as  those  who  took  the  drug  two  or 
more  times  a  week. 


indeed  have  belonged  to 
marijuana,”  Stenchever  said. 

He  said  the  implications  of  the 
research  are  that  chromosome 
breakage  could  be  related  to  birth 
defects  and  cancer  and  persons 
using  marijuana  on  any  regular 
basis  take  the  chance  of  having 
abnormal  offspring  or  developing 
cancer. 

Stenchever  said  a  study 
conducted  by  another  team  of 
researchers  used  140  women  and 
their  mates  who  had  admitted  to 
the  use  of  LSD.  He  said  148 
pregnancies  led  to  the  birth  of  83 
live  children,  eight  of  whom  had 
major  congenital  defects.

senior-ranking  POW,  and  Navy  Lt.

Until  he  retired  as  commander 
of  U.S.  forces  in  the  Pacific  last 
year,  Adm.  McCain  directed  some 
of  the  heaviest  air  strikes  against 
North  Vietnam. 

Sharing  attention  is  Bobby  Joe 
Keesee,  the  only  civilian  in  this* 
group.  He  hijacked  a  Thai  charter 
plane  to  North  Vietnam  in 
September  1970  and  has  all  but 
been  forgotten  until  Hanoi 
included  his  name  on  the  list  of 
POWs  to  be  released. 

The  Texas  native,  whose  sister 
said  he  dropped  out  of  school  in 
the  eighth  grade,  was  described  in 
a  Thai  newspaper  as  “short,  fat 
and  crew-cut.”  He  is  about  39.

Military  officials 
said  they  have  no  order  to  jail 
Keesee,  who  has  been  identified  as 
an  Army  deserter  who  went 
AWOL  after  1 1  years’  service  and 
flew  a  rented  plane  to  Cuba, 
where  the  Castro  regime  refused 
his  request  for  asylum.

(AP)-The  nation’s 
manufacturers  of  nonprescription 
pain  killers  have  a  headache  of 
their  own— governmental  claims 
that  the  products  don’t  match  up 
to  their  advertising  claims. 

Named  in  the  complaints 
brought  by  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  were  the  makers  of 
Anacin,  Bufferin,  Excedrin, 
Bayer,  Cope,  Vanquish  and  Midol. 

The  FTC  said  Monday  it  could 
find  no  proof  of  advertising  claims 
made  for  the  pain  killers  and  that 
1 1  months  of  negotiations  with 
the  three  companies  involved  have 
failed  to  result  in  agreement  to 
alter  the  advertising. 

The  complaints  will  be  turned 
over  to  a  judge  within  the  FTC 
who  will  rule  on  the  fairness  and 
validity  of  the  advertising.

Food  Services  tops  drive

Outdoing  their  nearest 
“contender”  by  half  a  ton  in  a 
recent  trial  recycling  project  was 
BYU  Food  Services,  according  to 
Dennis  Bates,  director  of  the 
project. 

Food  Services,  said  Bates, 
contributed  100,000  or  about  one 
ton’s  worth  of  misprinted 
placemats  for  reprocessing. 

An  impressive  half-ton  of  paper 
was  donated  by  one  woman  from 
Orem  to  the  project  sponsored  by 
the  Ecology  Club. 

The  Elders’  quorum  of  the  BYU 
8th  Branch,  as  part  of  a  pilot 
program,  collected  papers  from 
branch  members  for  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  collection  and  was 
able  to  amass  about  200  pounds, 
Bates  said. 


is  weighed  and  payment 
forthcoming. 

The  project  was  just  one  of 
those  the  club  hopes  to  sponsor, 
Bates  said.  But  problems  still 
obscure  plans.  Two  in  particular, 
as  pointed  out  by  Bates,  are 
finding  a  suitable  location  that 
might  serve  as  a  permanent  site  of 
collection  and  obtaining  a 
permanent,  reliable  system  of 
transportation. 


IN  ALL,  about  50  to  60  people 
showed  up  during  three  hours  at 
the  ELWC  Parking  Lot,  which  had 
been  designated  as  a  temporary 
collecting  site,  to  contribute  to 
the  effort.  The  total  amount 
collected  was  3,400  pounds  or  1 
3/4  tons,  he  said. 

The  paper  harvest,  which  will  be 
reprocessed  into  insulating 
material,  was  removed  by  the 
Army  Reserve  to  the  Insul-down 
Corporation  of  Salt  Lake,  which 
will  pay  $17.35  a  ton.  Any 
proceeds  will  go  to  the  Library 
Fund.  According  to  Bates,  it  will 
be  a  week  or  two  before  the  paper

The  pjays  “Crossroads”  by 
Brian  Way  and  “Stop  that  Army!” 
are  directed  by  Tamara  Fowler,  a 
graduate  student  in  dramatic  arts. 
The  small  casts  of  actors  in  the 
plays  call  on  the  children  to  clap 
their  hands  to  encourage  a 
character  in  his  decision  or  even 
to  come  on  the  stage  to  perform 
actions  themselves,  Dr.  Oaks  said. 

Both  productions  will  be 
presented  today  at  5:10  p.m.  and 
Thursday  at  5:10  and  8  p.m.  in 
Room  B-201  (Rehearsal  Room), 
HFAC.  Miss  Fowler  directs  both 
productions  under  the  supervision 
of  Dr.  Oaks. 


MISS  FOWLER  describes  her 
“Stop  that  Army!”  as  an  original 
historical  work  written  for 
Children’s  Theater  based  on  the 
U.S.  Army  expedition  to  Utah  in 
1857-58.  The  play  recounts  some 
of  the  measures  instituted  by 
Brigham  Young,  such  as  declaring 
martial  law,  in  keeping  the  Army 
from  taking  over  Utah. 

“Crossroads,”  of  which  only 
excerpts  will  be  shown,  is  a 
fantasy  involving  a  tramp  on  the 
intersection  of  four  roads  leading 
north,  south,  east  and  west.  Each 
leader  of  these  kingdoms-a  bird, 
a  monster,  a  snow  queen  and  a 
mad  scientist— urges  the  tramp 
into  his  kingdom.  The  children  by 
their  participation  help  determine 
which  kingdom  the  tramp 
chooses. 

Miss  Fowler  anticipates  an 
audience  of  children  nine  to  10 
years  old. 


“What  we  would  like  to  get,”  he 
continued,  “is  a  place  located  in 
the  city  where  people  could  just 
leave  paper  at  their  leisure  and 
then,  periodically,  take  it  up  to 
Salt  Lake.”  How  often  depends 
on  the  response,  but  Bates 
indicated  he  hopes  for  at  least 
once  a  week. 

“A  big  problem  right  now,”  he 
noted,  “is  that  everything  is  on  a 
voluntary  basis.” 

Bates  explained  that,  until  a 
location  is  decided  upon,  only 
paper  will  be  collected.  Later, 


aluminum  cans  may  also  be 
accepted. 

During  Recycling  Week,  which 
is  this  week,  Bates  estimated 
about  3,500  pounds  of  material 
will  be  collected.  After  that, 
hopes  are  that  weekly  yields  will 
average  1,700  to  1,800  pounds.  If 
all  goes  well,  a  permanent  system 
of  collection  should  be 
implemented  by  the  end  of  the 
semester,  he  observed. 

The  club  has  high  hopes  for 
next  semester.  Already,  initial 
plans  for  “the  largest  recycling 
project  in  Utah,”  which  would 
involve  the  University,  Provo  and 
Orem  cities  and  Utah  County,  are 
being  laid,  Bates  noted. 

For  the  time  being,  most  efforts 
will  be  at  the  University  level. 


“A  program  that  would  be 
worth  anything,  that  would  be 
self-sufficient  and  self-supporting, 
will  take  a  lot  of  time  and  effort 
to  set  up,”  Bates  said.  “Things 
must  be  done  a  step  at  a  time.”

Unchecked  technology 
warned  against  Tuesday 


recognized  for  their  service  to 
agriculture. 

Following  the  awarding  of 
scholarships.  Dr.  Marden 
Broadbent,  Utah  State  University 
District  Director  of  Extension  will 
address  the  group.

Dr.  Broadbent  is  a  former  BYU 
Animal  Science  and  Agronomy 
student  who  later  graduated  from 
U.S.U.  He  received  his  masters  in 
meats  and  animal  science  and 
earned  his  Ph.D.  in  administration 
and  personnel  management  at 
University  of  Wisconsin. 

Student-operated  booths  in  and 
around  the  Wilkinson  Centgr.  wig 
include  petting  of  various  animals, 
flower  arranging  and  corsage 
making,  computerized  family 
menu  planning,  and  food 
budgeting  and  balancing  for  those 
on  fixed  budgets. 

Visitors  may  also  sample 
greenhouse  cucumbers  and 
tomatoes,  cheese,  and  other  food 
products. 

In  addition  to  daily  showings  of 
education  and  entertaining  movies 
concerning  agriculture, 
participants  may  also  learn  about 
environmental  controls  through 
agriculture  as  well  as  plant 
nutrient  studies  with  fertilizers. 

Seminars  to  be  held  during  the 
week  include  a  session  on  exotic 
breeds  in  the  beef  industry.  Tours 
of  the  BYU  farms,  orchards,  herds 
and  food  laboratories  will  also  be 
conducted. 


Controls  and  ethical  restraints 
must  be  placed  on  technology  if 
society  is  to  survive,  a  medical 
expert  warned  a  forum  assembly 
audience  Tuesday. 

Among  the  problems  he 
predicted  might  grow  out  of 
unchecked  technology  by  the  end 
of  this  century  are  mind  control, 
increased  violence,  new  diseases 
stemming  from  trace  substances 
spewed  into  the  environment  and 
-an  increased  use  of  drugs  to 
escape. 

“If  we  don’t  control  our 
technology,  our  technology  will 
control  us,”  said  the  speaker,  Dr. 
Donald  B.  Louria,  head  of  the 
Dept,  of  Public  Health  and 
Preventive  Medicine  at  the  New 
Jersey  College  of  Medicine  and 
Dentistry. 

Dr.  Louria  listed  some  of  the 
major  problems  society  must  face 
as  population  growth,  increasing 
numbers  of  the  aged,  urban  decay, 
mushrooming  violence,  release  of 
poisonous  substances  into  the 
environment  and  the  use  of 
mind-altering  drugs. 

One  eventual  result  of  efforts  in 
the  area  of  mind  control,  Dr. 
Louria  warned,  may  be  a 
systematic  brainwashing  of  young 
members  of  society. 

“We  now  have  the  capacity  to 
program  your  children  and  my 
children,”  Dr.  Louria  said.  The 
programming  might  involve  the 
use  of  cable  television  instruction 
beamed  to  each  child  who  would 
be  rewarded  by  an  electrical  or 


chemical  stimulation  of  pleasure  if 
he  “learned”  correctly. 

Dr.  Louria  traced  modern 
advances  in  changing  behavior  by 
altering  brain  functions 
chemically,  electrically  or 
surgically. 

The  mind-altering  methods 
-which  have  been  developed  offer 
the  potential  of  wide-spread  mind 
control-something  that  has  never 
before  been  possible,  Dr.  Louria 
said. 

Even  Hitler  and  other  persons 
who  motivated  masses  of  people, 
he  explained,  stopped  short  of  the 
sort  of  mind  control  discussed  in 
the  speech.

choreographer  for  the  production 
while  Robert  Stoddard,  a  senior  in 
dramatic  arts  from  Downey,  Cal., 
is  the  composer. 

Miss  Luke  choreographed  last 
year’s  production  of  “Revue!” 
and  has  worked  with  Dee 
Winterton  of  the  Physical 
Education  Department  in 
choreographing  in  “The  Devil  and 
Daniel  Webster,”  “Dance  on  a 
Country  Grave,”  and  “Fiddler  on 
the  Roof.” 

Stoddard’s  experience  in 
composing  includes  five  musicals 
he  has  written  for  BYU,  of  which 
four  have  been  produced.  He  also 
collaborated  with  Orson  Scott 
Card,  author-lyricist  of  “Stone 
Tables,”  in  the  Reader’s  Theater 
presentation  “Father,  Mother, 
Mother  and  Mom.” 

Both  students  find  challenges  in 
helping  to  prepare  a  major  work 
with  over  40  cast  members  for 
production  in  conjunction  with 
the  director,  Dr.  Charles  Whitman 
of  the  Speech  and  Dramatic  Arts 
Department. 

Miss  Luke  finds  her  biggest 
challenge  in  “moving  40  bodies 
around  the  stage  effectively.” 
After  she  has  worked  the 
choreography  for  a  particular 
number  out  in  her  mind,  Miss 
Luke  explained,  she  has  to  teach 
it  to  the  cast.  She  estimates  it 
takes  3-4  hours  to  prepare  one 
chorus  number. 

Stoddard  finds  “Stone  Tables” 
different  for  him  because  Card  is 
on  a  mission  in  Brazil  and  has  to 
send  Stoddard  the  lyrics  already 
written.  Previously,  Card  and 
Stoddard  wrote  and  composed 
together.  But  “Card’s  words  have 
always  made  me  do  better  work,” 
Stoddard  says.  “He  inspires  me.” 


In  a  concert  with  sounds 
ranging  from  Oriental  to 
Mediterranean  to  Colonial  Boston 
to  outer  space,  the  BYU  Wind 
Symphony  will  appear  tonight  at 
8  p.m.  in  the  de  Jong  Concert  Hall 
of  the  Harris  Fine  Arts  Center. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Ralph  G.  Lay  cock,  the  52-piece 
orchestra  has-  planned  a  program 
to  demonstrate  its  wide 
versatility.  Thousands  of  students 
on  campus,  according  to  Laycock, 
have  at  one  time  or  another  been 
affiliated  with  a  band.

Yugoslavian  National  Basketball 
Coach  Mirko  Novosel  said  one  of 
the  main  reasons  for  his  recent 
visit  to  the  BYU  campus  was  to 
coordinate  with  the  BYU  Athletic 
Department  the  possible  summer 
tour  of  Yugoslavia.
